ruptcy 'bill was framed by Senator Nel- 
Bon of Minnesota and is simple com- 
pared with the Torrey bill. 


Tlie Ml provides that any debtor, 


other than a corporation owing 
?200 


or more, who is unable to pay Ms 
debts, may file Ills petition iu the dis- 
trict court of the United States offering 
to surrender all his property for the 
payment of Ms debts.except such as is 
exempt by law of his domicile. 


The petition shall give a schedule of 


all property, exempt and uuexempt arrd 
of all creditors and the amount and 
nature of the debts and the petitioner 
shall offer to surrender all his unex- 
empt property for a full discharge 
from his debts and liabilities. 


The petition shall be heard by the 


court in not less than 30 or more thau 
90 days. If the court upholds the peti- 
tion the estate is transferred to an "as- 
signee" for settlement. 


Creditors can resist the proceedings 


tefore the court on certain enumerated 
grounds of fraud, preference to credi- 
tors, etc. Preferences four months 
prior to filing bankruptcy petitions are 
void and transfers of property "within 
Bix months are void. 


After the settlement the Court gives 


a final decree, discharging the bank- 
rupt from aH liabilities to any of the 
creditors described in the 
schedule 


who may ibeccme a party to the pro- 
ceedings. But such 
discharge shall 


not 
include any obligations which 


shall have been created'in consequence 
of his defalcation as a public officer, 
or as an executor, administrator, guar- 
uia nor trustee, or while acting in any 
other judiciary eapacity.

The B. & O. Will Adopt It for Freight 


Service on May 1st. 


The Baltimore & OLio Railroad com- 


pany has decided to inaugurate on. May 
1st the tonnage system for handling 
its freight trains. For the past eight 
or nine months General 
Manager 


Greene has been experimenting along 
this line, and has arrived uB the conclu- 
sion that the cost of operation may be 
decreased, to some extent, by using this 
plan. It is not expected that a very 
great gain will be made, as the B. & 
O. for the past year has been loading 
very olosa to the limit. The nnit sys- 
tem will be the baais for operation on 
the tonnage system, the unit of weight 
being 6J£ tons. 
When oars are loaded 


or received from other lines, the num- 
ber of units of weight it contains will 
be plainly marked on the side of the 
car so that the trainmen will have no 
difficulty in arriving at the proper 
number of units to place in the train. 
The use of the unit system renders it 
very easy for trainmen to figure on just 
how many tons they are handling, and 
does away with the use of five and six 
figures in addition. 


When the great improvements to the 


track between Martinsburg and Cum- 
berland are completed, mora cars to the 
train can be handled over the second 
division. It is expected that the gain 
over the entire system will be large 
enough to justify the adoption of the 
tonnage plan.

Well Known Mail Agent Arrested 


In Columbus Thursday. . 


Secret Service Men Caleb Hlm_.Robbing 


me United Stales Malls. 


Seems to Have Been Crooked for Two 


Tears and More-Caught ThrouRb a 


Decoy Letter—Where the Mlising 


.Letters 
Blalled Between 
Co- 


lumbtia and Kenova On Uie 


>-.& W. Have Gone. 


Charles F. Best, mail agent on the 


N. &. W, between Kenova and Colum- 
bus, was arrested in Oolumbns, Thurs- 
day, by secret service men, charged 
with robbing the United States mail. 
Best is an old Portsmouth boy and has 
lived here all his life until quite re- 
cently, when he removed to Columbus. 
News of his arrest comes as startling 
intelligence to his hundreds of friends 
here who are loath to believe in his 
guilt. The secret service men have 
been working on his case for several 
weeks and seem to have woven a neat 
web about ihm. The following account 
of his arrest is from the Ohio State 
Journal: 


"The culmination of a series of mail 


robberies, extending through a periods 
of almost two years and a half, was 
brought about Thursday at noon by the 
arrest of Charles F. Best, a clerk in the 
United States railway mail service, 
residing at 723 Neil avenue, this city. 
Best's rnn was between Columbus and 
Knoya, W. Ya., over the line of the 
Norfolk and Western railroad. 
Best 


had been making this run for the past 
five or sis years. 


"About the latter part of 1895 people 


of Oolurnbns and the larger towns 
aloung tho line if 
the Norfolk and 


Westarn began missing letters that 
were mailed to them arid letters they 
had mailed to other towns. At first the 
greater uomb&r of Utters that were lose 
en route were mailed from Columbuf, 
but a short time later the opposite was 
the case, and letters mailed forn the 
larger towns along the Norfolk and 
Wustsru to Columbus more generally 
failed to reach their destination. 
' 


"Secret 
service 
detectives 
were 


placed npon the cage, and while they 
suspected Besr, they were never ublo 
to fasten sufficient evidence of guilt 
upon him to warraut his arrest. Things 
ran along in this way for two yeais 
and a half. Twice the secret service 
men tried to detect the gailcy person, 
and twica their efforts were frustrated 
by the premature publication of miss- 
ing lettars and the fact that Best was 
being watched 


"The heaviest losses occurred-during 


the latter part of December, 1895, and 
during January, 1806 
The repeated 


losses of valuable letters by this time 
was growing very tiresome to the peo- 
ple along Bast's route, and in several 
of the town complaints wore lodged 
against tha postmasters. 


"Best is very strongly addicted to 


drink, and his indulgences show in the 
very florid complexion of his face. la 
January, 
180G, he secured a vacation 


of thirty days and went to a Keeley 
cure in Marysville. During his absence 
the thefts ceased entirely. Ho returned 
to duty during the latter part of Feb- 
ruary, and within a short time after 
the thefts were resumed and the com- 
plaints from senders of mail increased. 


"During the ea ly part of March, 


1897, Best's depredations began to get 
heavy agaiu, heavier in fact than they 
had ever boon before, and the postal 
authorities resolved to try it again. 
This time, Postofnuo Inspectors A. R. 
Holmes and C. 13. Enteuian were de- 
tailed on the case. They arrived in 
Columbus Monday, began work Tues- 
day, had gathered sufficient evidence to 
convict Best by Wednesday evening, 
and Thursday morning they had him 
safely in the custody of a United States 
deputy marshal, charged with robbing 
the mails. 


"Wednesday the inspectors went to 


Irontou, and from that point they 
mailed ten letters, one a letter ad- 
dresed to Marie Warring, 153 Hickory 
alley, enclosing three $! bills, marked 
for future identification, and another 
letter of 
similar character. 
They 


mailed the letters at Ironton and re- 
turned to Columbus Wednesday even- 
ing on the same train with Best, ar- 
riving in the city about 9 o'clock. 


Immediately upon their arrival they 


went to the postofflce 
to ascertain 


whether the letters had been molested 
en route. 
One of them had arrived all 


right, but a careful search of the mail 
"pouched" by Best failed to disclose 
the other, and they concluded Best had 
abstracted it during the run from Iron- 
ton. 


"It was nearly 10 o'clock before the 


inspectors were satisfied Best had taken 
the letter, and they decided to wait 
till Thursday morning before making 
the arrest. 


"About noon he alighted from a 


Neil avenue car and the inspector 
promptly placed him under 
arrest. 


Best professed to be greatly surprised, 
but accompanied the inspector to the 
office of Chief Clerk Bradford, of the 
railway mail service, without objec- 
tion. 


"There he was taken into the private 


office and questioned by the inspectors. 
At first he stoutly denied having taken 
the letter, or having taken any letters 
for that matter. 
After quite a long 


talk he requested permission to go to 
the lavatory in the basement of the 
building, but tihs the inspector refused. 
At length he showed fiome signs of 
weakening and asked that Clerk Biacl- 
fordd be called. 
He said he could talk 


to him better than to the inspectors, 
and the inspectors retired. 


"Mr. Bradford's interview was as un- 
productive as that of <ha inspectors in 
securing a confession from Best, but it 
was the means of establishing evidence 


in another manner equally as positive. 
Aa Mr. Bradford left the room to call 
the inspectors, he noticed Best throw- 
something behind a large-letter case 
that stoort in one corner of the room. 
He told the inspectors they might find 
the missing money there, and sure 
enough, thers it was, lying in a little 
dark corner against the wall, and 
Best's request for permission to go to 
the lavatory was explained. 


"Best was confronted 
with 
the 


marked bills, the marks, and a descrip- 
tion of the marks which the inspectors 
had previously made were shown him, 
but he still denied his guilt as stoutly 
as before, repeatedly asserting that he 
would never admit having taken the 
money. 


"He was closely ^searched for other 


evidences of theft and two letters, one 
a moi ey order adv^ca to the postmaster 
at New York,, and the other a letter 
addressed to J. Lynn & Co., New York, 
presumably enclosing a money order, 
were found upon his person. 
Best's 


account of the manner in which the 
letters happened to be in his possession 
was not very plausible, and these let- 
ters will add to his guilt, if not in 
establishing the thefts, in proving an 
inexcusable negligence and delay in 
the delivery of the mails. In his valise, 
which he intended taking with him on 
his trip, was found a quart of whiaky, 
and in his hip pocket and in his over- 
coat pocket were found two pints of 
the same staff.

HiH Friends Said to Have Prepared a 


Petition Asking President MeKmley to 


Grant Him a Pardon—Tlie Petition 


to Be Carried to Washington by 


Judge A. C. Thompson, Olr. 


Wall's Attorney. 


A desperate attempt; will be made by 


the friends of J. M. Wall, late cashier 
of the Farmers' National bank, to save 
him from going to the penitentiary. 


It was only yesterday that he was 


sentenced to five years at hard labor 
for making false reports, but steps 
were at once taken to secure a pardon 
for Wall. 
Mr. Wall's attorney, Judge 


Thompson, secured a stay of .sentence 
for ten days-to give Wall time, as he 
said, to arrange his private business. 
A petition to the president was then 
hastily.prepared. It is said that it set 
forth Mr. Wall's previous good char- 
acter and standing in the community 
and alleged that he was not a party to 
the crime which wracked the Farmers' 
bauk. He did not profit in any way 
and was alleged to be the victim of 
another's wrong-doings. In view of 
these circumstances, the petition re- 
spectfully asks that the President inter- 
fere and that he extend a full pardon 
to Mr. Wall. 
This petition, it is understood, will 


be signed by some of the directors of 
the bank and by various prominent 
citizens of the city. 
They are being 


approached quietly in the 
matter. 


Judge Thompson, Mr. Wall's attorney, 
•will personally present it to President 
McKinley and urge prompt action to 
save Mr. Wall from going to the peni- 
tentiary at all. 
Judge Thompson re- 


mained in Cincinnati yesterday to look 
after a case in court for the Burgess 
Steel & Iron works. As soon as he has 
attended to the preliminary matters, he 
goes to 
Washington. Friends here 


state that 'he goes on other business, 
but the Wall pardon, no doubt, is the 
most urgent. 
It remains to be seen 


what action the President will take. 


The matter was noised about this 


morning and caused much talk. Many 
persons, especially those 
who lost 


money in the bank, were indignant at 
the efforts to save Mr. Wall, and were 
of the opinion that the law should take 
its course. 
They say there has been 


too much of this bank-breaking m 
Soioto county and people going unpun- 
ished, and it is indeed time that some- 
body was suffering. 
It will have a 


salutary effeot. 


Mr. Wall's bond for the few days in 


which his sentence was suspended was 
placed at $10,000 and it was signed by 
Jas. W. Newman; John Peebles, Levi 
D. York and A. T. Holcomb.
